Am ong the bills introduced and referred 
were the follow in g: 
By Vance-, J o protect m iners in the D is­ 
trict of Columbia. 
Edmunds, from the Committee on For 
eign Iterations, reported a bill to incoqxF- 
rate th r Maritime Canal Company ot Nica­ 
ragua. 
Calendar. 
Mandersoti called up the case of the claim 
against .Mexico for Ihe k illing o f Captain 
Em m et Crawford (in com m and of United 
States troops in pursuit o f Gerónimo) by 
Mexican troops in M exico in January, 
18S6, stating that a stronger and more 
urgent bill for indem nity should be made 
for the relief of Captain Crawford's heirs. 
The bill was referred. 
The bill granting Mrs. Logan a pension 
of $0,000 a year was passed. 
The Senate then look up the resolution 
offered yesterday by McPherson, calling 011 
the Secretary o f the Treasury for a state­ 
m ent o f the indebtedness of the Pacific 
Itailway Company to the Governm ent, and 
as to the effect of the fund bill thereon. 
Hoar withdrew bis am endm ent calling 
for an additional statem ent to the disputed 
question between the Government aud the 
companies, stating that his objection would 
be equally effective under the original res­ 
olution. 
Edm unds said the report of the Com m is­ 
sioner of ltailro ds, General Johnston, an­ 
swered every question in the resolution 
Completely, fully and in detail. 
Vest introduced a bill increasing the pen­ 
sion of Mrs. Blair from $50 a m onth to 
&Í.U0Ú a year, and at his request it was im ­ 
m ediately considered and passed. 
On motion the EJm unds bill to carry 
into effect the treaty with China for the 
suppression o f the opium traffic was taken 
tqi and passed w ithout a division. 
The bill granting to the Kansas ami Texas 
Southwestern Haiiroad Company the right 
i.f way across the Fort H ayes m ilitary res­ 
ervation was taken up and passed. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the interstate com m etce bill. 
Platt, continuing his address 011 the bill, 
said that Senators were not here to m ake a 
raid on railroad property. 
They were here 
to do justice by the railroads and by the 
people. 
An unrem unerative rate was just 
as unreasonable and injurious as too high 
a rate; and railroad com panies would have 
to see to it (if the public welfare was to be 
promoted) that 
rem unerative 
rates for 
freight and nassengers were received. 
It 
was not dealings in the stock of rem uner­ 
ative railroads that produced panics, aud 
m ade m illionaires and paupers in this 
country. 
He claim ed that the bill was 
in 
the 
direction of forcing a consoli­ 
dation 
o f 
railroad 
com panies, 
and 
said 
that 
w , e 
railroad 
men 
be 
lieved in 
that 
as 
the best outcom e 
of 
the railroad problem. 
No truer sentence 
had ever been uttered than that where com ­ 
bination is possible com petition is im ­ 
possible. 
This bill left it open and invited 
the worst kind of com bination and con­ 
solidation of railroad corporate capital. 
W hat were the railroads to do if prohibited 
from m aking pool arrangem ents? 
Expe­ 
rience taught that the old rate wars would 
begrit again, and the end o f it would lip. as 
it alw ays had been, consolidation. 
The 
m ouop jlies of this country bad been built 
on the graves of weak com petitors. 
The 
bill invited a grand m onopoly of railroad 
capital in this country, which would be 
build on the graves of railroads that are 
not able to stand in com petition. 
Morgan opposed the bill. 
After som e 
further debate, ami after an executive ses­ 
sion, the Senate adjourned. 


T IIE 
HOUSE. 
W ashington. January 0 h.— In tlie Com­ 
m ittee ot tlie W hole tfie H ouse considered 
the pension appropriation bill, which ap­ 
propriates $76 247,000, being only $.5 000 
below the es.¡m ates, the reduction being in 
the item for the rent of offices for Pension 
Agencies. 
W ithout am endm ent or discus­ 
sion the bill was read, reported to the 
H ouse, and passed. 
The H ouse then—ayes 133, noes 77— 
went 
into Com mittee ot 
the 
W hole, 
Springer o f Illinois in the chair, on the 
naval reorganizuion bill. 
S a y irso f T tx is advocated the measure. 
H e proceeded to draw a deplorable picture 
of a navy too weak to light and too slow to 
run away ; of navy yard < usel ess and worn 
out, utterly incapable of cor.s 11 :ting lirst- 
clasn war vessels. un<1 in tracing the causes 
of this w.irtblessnes8 anJ dtcay to the 
cum bersom e organization o f the navy, 
lie fortified

Secretaries W hitney and Chandler. 
H e 
stated that the opposition to the measures 
was directed to that feature which provided 
for the consolidation of the Bureaus o f 
Equipm ent and Kecruitiug, o f Steam E n­ 
gineering and of Construction and llepairs. 
B ut for the consolidation of those three 
Bureaus there would be no obstacle to the 
passageof the bill. 
Botuelle o f Maine opposed tiic bill. The 
existing organization of the navy was ade­ 
quate to all the dem ands of the present and 
ail probable requirements ot the future. 
Descending to a discussion of its details, 
he severely criticised the feature which, he 
said, would break down the autonom y of 
the great Engineering Bureau at the very 
hour when the country was looking to it 
to place the American navy in advance of 
the best achievem ents of the world. 
McAdoo o f New Jersey favored the bill. 
Pending further debite, the Com m ittee 
rose and H ouse adjourned. 
THE NICARAGUA CINAL SCHEM E. 
The bill reported by Senator Edm unds 
to-day, to incorporate the Maritime Canal 
Company of Nicaragua, provides that the 
com pany's affairs shall be managed by 
eleven Directors, citizens o f the United 
States and Nicaragua, and that the tolls 
shall not exceed $ 2 ¡VJ per ton o f freight; 
that the United States m ay exercise such 
control over vessel as is not inconsistent 
with treaty obligations, aud that the power 
to alter, am end or repeal the A ct shall be 
reserved to Congress.

T he Opinion o f .Senator JEdmtinds in tlia 
Case. 
W ashington. January 6th.—T he status 
of bold-over Senators, so-called, has been 
the subject of discussion am ong California 
Republican leaders, ever since the last 
election was won by ih e Democrats, and 
the election o f George Ilearst as Senator 
seemed to be assured. 
Soon{af:er the m eet­ 


ing o f Congress, letters were received here 
by 
Senators 
Stanford 
and 
W illiam s, 
from 
W . 
II. 
Parks, 
of 
Marysville, 
containing 
strong 
constitutional" argu­ 
m ents in support of the claim of hold-over 
Senators to retain their seats at the present 
session o f the Legislature. 
Should this 
claim be sustained, and hold-over Senators 
be seated, the Legislature would be Repub­ 
lican on a joint ballot by two votes, and a 
Republican Senator would be elected to 
succeed Mr. W illiam s. 
Senator Stanford 
inclined strongly to this opinion, but, de­ 
siring the best legal advice upon the sub­ 
ject, consulted Senator Edm unds, of Ver­ 
m ont, Chairman of the Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee. 
In reply, Mr. Edm unds has writ­ 
ten the follow ing letter: 
I)far }fr. Stanford: Referring to our conversa­ 
tion just before the holi.lay re.’ess, eoucerning 
tlie Cons'itutiou of California, and respecting 
the constitution of its Legislature, i have to say 
that I have examined the question, and am 
clear ill 
the opinion 
that 
the 
Senators 
elected from the odd-11 umbered districts iu 
1KS4 
are 
entitled 
to hold for four years. 
The language of the Constitution is «> clear, 
that it seeois to me there can hardiv be 
two opinions upon the question, 
ir there be 
auy Act of the Legislature of California contro­ 
verting the provisions of Section 5, of Article 
IV., of your Consiilotionof 187'J, it ia. 1 think, 
absolutely void, for certainly the Constitution 
of yonr state must be its supreme law. Sin­ 
cerely yours, 
Geokoe F. Eosh nijs. 
To Hon. Leland Stanford, U. S. S. 
Mr. Edm unds' opinion, of course, is 
sim ply that o f an individual learned in the 
law. and it is for the Legislature or the 
Courts of the State to decide whether his 
view o f the case is correct. 
T he opinion, 
however, lias a deeper significance than if 
uttered by a private citizen of 
equal 
attainm ents. 
The United Slates Senate 
is the sole judge of the election returns and 
qualifications o f its own members. 
If it 
should be the judgm ent of the Senate, as it 
is the opinion o f Mr. Edm unds, that the 
hold-over Senators art; entitled to iheir 
seals, any person elected Senator by a body 
which denied them their seats, would, iu 
all probability, have his seat contested 
here. 
T he Senate w ould have the right to 
determ ine whether the Legislature which 
chose the Senator wus legally constituted 
or not, and if that decision was adverse, 
the person so elected would be ousted. Mr. 
Edm unds, it is know n, is ot this opinion. 


N ew D eparture for Vanderbilt. 
N ew Y ork,

6th.—Cornelius 
Vanderbilt has earned the gratitude of the 
arm y of N ew York Central Railroad em ­ 
ployes by the announcem ent that there 
will be means shortly to erect a stately 
s'ructure opposite the Grand Central depot 
in Forty-second street for their use, the 
various apartments of which w ill be pro­ 
vided with libraries, reading-rooms, baths, 
gym nasium s, lecture-rooms, and, iu fact, 
everything that could be desired for enter­ 
tainm ent, innocent am usem ent, education 
and the nurture of Christian principles.

ENGLAND AN1> TDBKKY. 


An K xtraordlnary Statem ent of the Tory 
Foreign P olicy. 
N ew Y ork , January 6th. — The Pott's 
London special sa y s: 
An extraordinary 
state of affairs in the English Foreign Af­ 
fairs Office has just com e to light. A short 
tim e ago a formal treaty between Russia 
and Turkey was 011 the point of being 
signed. 
This threw the Government here 
into a state of grtat alarm, the assistance 
of Turkey being essential to the Anglo- 
Austrian alliance, w hich was the keynote 
of Salisbury’s policy. 
To this leeiing the 
Morning Post gave expression a fortnight 
ago, but no one paid any attention to it. 
" The tim e has arrived,” says that journal, 
“ for warning Turkey against any further 
pursuance of a policy w hich m ight neces­ 
sitate vigorous and im m ediate action on 
our part." 
The warning passed later on 
into a menace. 
Turkey was told that un ­ 
less she was off with Russia im m ediately 
the English Government would unm istak­ 
ably be com pelled to take resolute m eas­ 
ures, which would speedily impress cn her 
the fact 
that 
her 
present policy was 
m ost 
pernicious 
to 
iicr 
real 
interests 
iu 
Europe 
and 
the 
East. 
These 
measures, it was significantly added, would 
be totally irrespective of the fate of tlie 
Ottoman Empire. 
In consequence of the.-e 
threats o f war, Rusbim l ’asha the Turkish 
Embassador at London, was instructed to 
ask Lord Iddesleigh for au explanation and 
disavowal. 
Idfiesieigh’s reply, published 
this m orning, says that although the J turn­ 
ing Post is not the Government and is Tree 
to say what it likes, it lias expressed the 
view s o f the Governm ent 011 this point, and 
lie believes of the E nglish nation also. 
Gadban l ’asha, who is at bufia arranging 
w ith Russia, w ill be in consequence im m e­ 
diately recalled by the Porte. 
It is learned 
from private sources, entire'y trustworthy, 
that the bombardm ent of Con-tantiiiople 
was actually threatened by Lord Iddesleigh 
as the result of the Turkish alliance with 
Russia. 
Talk o f Salisbury D esigning. 
N ew Y ouk, January 7ih—a. si.—The 
Star's London special says : Salisbury may 
end the crisis at any m om ent by send­ 
ing his resignation to the Queen.

The V ctim of the Cotton M unlrr YVas a 
It,-rent tiróle. 
Colton, January 6th.—The wom an m ur­ 
dered iu a hotel here Tuesday night, whose 
nam e was revealed, by an envelope con­ 
taining her photograph, as Katy Handorff, 
of I-ivermore, Alam eda county, was a tine- 
looking wom an o f about 20 years, and well 
dressed. 
T he murderer was a well-dressed, 
clean-shaved, 
fine-looking 
man, 
with 
heavy, sandy mustache, and had the ap­ 
pearance of a foreigner. 
After com m itting 
the murder he evidently took her elotbes 
and nil papers and put them in the m iddle 
of the room and set fire to them , hut the 
fire went out, leaving the photograph only 
and burning a sm all hole in the carpet. 
N o further trace o f the murderer has been 
found, although the Sheriff' and bis men 
are doing all in their power to find him . 
The Coroner’s jury has w ithheld its verdict 
until to-day. wailing with hopes o f the ar­ 
rest of the murderer. 


T H E MURDERED 
WOMAN AND H E R SLA Y ER 
W ERE M ARRIED. 
Livermoee, January Gfh.—K atie Ilan - 
dorff, the wom an murdered at Colton on 
Tuesday night, was married to W illiam 
Springer at the South Park H otel, Sau 
Francisco, in the latter part o f December. 
Springer formerly kept a saloon at Lodi, 
hut sold out a short tim e ago and was said 
to own a saloon on Market street, San 
Francisco, w hich he left in charge of the 
barkeeper. 
H e and his wife left here last 
Saturday for San Francisco, intending to 
take a bridal tour to Southern California. 
Deceased had been living here for som e 
tim e, and was a niece of Mux ltam ke, one 
of our largest land-owners. She is reported 
to have several hundred dollars deposited 
in som e San Francisco savings bank. 
She 
also held a note against Springer for a 
couple of hundred dollars. 
H er folks op­ 
posed the marriage, hut no cause can be 
assigned tor the murder.

MORE 
DYNAMITE. 


A no-her Explosion on a ltm n rh o f Ike 
Sulter-street Itoail. 
[S. F. Bulletin, January 6th. J 
An explosion occurred about 11 o’clock 
last night under the rftad-bed o f the Sutler- 
street cahic-road on Ninth street, between 
Folsom and Harrison. 
A l>omb, or cart­ 
ridge, was placed in a m anhole and ex ­ 
ploded, m aking a report which was heard 
as far as the west side of Eleventh street. 
The locality chosen is not thiekly settled. 
T he damage is easily sum m ed up. 
An 
iron pulley over which the cable- runs was 
broken it-to several pieces, the cast-iron 
frame of the m anhole was broken, the m an­ 
hole cover was either taken away or Mown 
away, and the roadbed for about two feet 
was slightly disturbed. 
Out of this occur­ 
rence the m ost sensational stories were 
given currency, and displayed in such way 
as to convey to the outer world a greatly- 
exaggerated idea of the actual occurrence. 
T he concussion \vas not sufficient to break 
the windows ia the stock-yard building 
w hich was nearest to the m anhole where 
the explosives were placed. 
A lam p-post 
directly opposite and not twenty feet dis­ 
tant escaped with only 3 com paratively 
sligtjt breakage of glass. 
Other building» 
were, so far as could be judged by outward 
appearances, unharmed, with the possible 
exception of tw o or three panes of glass. 
T he eable w hich was running over the pul­ 
ley destroyed t>v the explosion was un­ 
harmed. 
In the stillness o f the night the sound 
was heavy. 
It seemed to som e people in 
the vicinity lik e the report of a cannon. 
Persons on the next block said that they 
were not awakened. 
Rev. Father Coyle, on 
Tenth and Howard streets, was jarred out 
of his sleep by it. There were contradictory 
stories to be heard near the sctno o f the 
occurrence this forenoon. 
One, which was 
told by a police officer, was that black pow­ 
der was found on and about the place this 
m orning. 
T his was contradicted by others 
w ho were early at the scene. 
The sm all 
am ount of damage done indicated that no 
serious m ischief wus intended, or else that 
explosives 
were 
used ignorantly. 
T he 
running of trains was not im peded, and 
the work of the explosives was undone this 
forenoon in a com paratively short tim e. 
Superintendent McCord, of the Sutter street 
road. sa:d, when asked about the affair this 
forenoon, that it am ounted to nothing and 
that he had not been to see it. 
H e said he 
thought the strike was ended virtually, and 
that it would " soon be only a seven days’ 
wonder."

San I’edro, January 6th.—Mr. Cushman, 
the mate, and A lex Valgens and Jacob 
Brown, seam en, the on ly three survivors, 
as far as known, of the ship H arvey M ills, 
which foundered in a severe gale sixty- 
three m iles southwest of Cape Flattery on 
December 14tb, were taken off a portion of 
a deck-house ou December 18th by the ship 
Majestic, which brought them as far as 
Santa Barbara Island, and they were then 
towed here in a sm all boat b y'the steamer 
Newport. 
Their lim bs were badly sw ollen, 
and they cam e ashore here for m edical at­ 
tendance, as they had used all of the M a­ 
jesties m edicine. Cushman went to San 
Francisco bv the Drizaba to.dav. 
These 
men were four days on the wreck of the 
house and fifteen days 011 the Majestic. 
The Captain was last seen d in gin g to the 
bottom of a sm all boat on the day of the 
disaster. 
ft t h e s t o r y o f t h e d isaster. 
On W ednesday, December 15lh, at 3 A. 
M ., the ship Harvey M ills was laying tinder 
a tower of topsails, when she com m enced 
to go over on her beam ends. 
The m izzen­ 
mast wsb cut away, "which carried away 
the m ainm ast about six inches below the 
deck, and the heavy seas shipped went 
down the deck where the m ainm ast was 
broken. 
The ship righted, but the seas 
breaking over her soon tilled her ami she 
went down. 
Captain Carpenter and two 
m en got in one boat, which cai>sized as 
soon as it was lowered. 
It was very dark, 
and the last seen of the boat the Captain 
and one man were holding on to the keel. 
The other boat was Move on board. 
Eight 
men left the ship on two rails, four on 
each, and the balance of the crew, tw elve 
m en. stayed witli the ship. 
The other raft 
was lost sight of before daylight. 
One of 
the m en on the raft with the mate 
WEST CRAZY AND JUMPED OVERBOARD. 
At daylight nothin)» could be seen of the 
ship, boat or other ratt. The rescued men ¡ 
were on their raft four days without food 1 
and a heavy sea breaking over them , with 
verv cold weather. 
On Sunday m orning 
the" ship Majestic, Itvund for San Dipgo, 
took them off the raft alm ost dead. 
Their 
lim bs were hadiv sw ollen from exposure 
and salt water. "Captain Bergman, of the 
Majestic, treated them w ith the utmost 
kindness, and when off Santa Barbara 
Island a sm all sailboat was sighted, which 
took them on board. 
Captain Bergman 
having used all his m edicine, thought it 
best to send them where they could get 
m edical aid. T he steam er Newport fell in 
with and towed the boat to San I’edro, ar­ 
riving at 10 a. M. to-day. 
Mr. Cushman. ' 
the mate, took passage on the Orizaba for 
San Francisco, and Jacob Brown and Alex. 
Valgens w ill go on the steamer Eureka to­ 
night, Goodall A Perkins having kindly 
telegraphed them free passage. 
The men 
are far from being w ell. 


Two Firem en Swear that a Man was lleld 
Before the Furnace Until H e Died. 
[Sun Francisco I’cst, January 6th. 1 
This m orning Harry Fletcher, the first 
assistant engineer of the steam ship A la­ 
meda, and Jam es Sm ith, a water tender in 
the sam e vessel, were arrested at Ihe Oce­ 
anic dock on a charge of causing the death 
of a fireman named Jam es Scliroeder. The 
warrant was sworn out by Charles Jam mer 
and F. J. Sullivan, tw o seamen who were 
aboard the Alam eda on her last trip to A us­ 
tralia. 
After Ihe charges by fireman John Sm ith, 
against third CDgmeer S II. Church, of the 
vessel, had been dism issed by Com m is­ 
sioner Sawyer, yesterday afternoon, a n u m ­ 
ber of the ex-em ployes of the steime.r went 
to the United States Attorney s office, and 
there Sullivan told the story of Schroeder’s 
death, being prompted throughout by Jam ­ 
mer. 
H is statem ent is substantially us fol­ 
lows : 
“ T heA lam eda left this port on the 24th of 
last October, and had not been out two days 
before the officers in the engineer’s depart­ 
m ent began to abuse the m en. 
On several 
occasions Fletcher and others beat os about 
the head, and this continued until the23tb. 
Early on that day, when we were still 
steam ing towards H onolulu, Scbroeder, the 
man who was killed, cam e out o f the fire- 
roont and went on deck, saying that be felt 
faint. One of the officers ordered him hack 
to work, using the foulest language. 
H e 
obeyed, hut when near the stoke hole 
dropped to the tloor. 
Fletcher saw him , 
and ordered two men. one o f whom wus 
Sm ith, to hold him close to the furnace 
doors. 
They were thrown open, and lie 
was kept near the fire for several m inutes. 
H is head fell hack, and he never uttered an ­ 
other sound. 
Fletcher became alarmed at 
this, and had hia victim carried on deck, 
where everything was done to revive him , 
but to no avail, as he was dead. 
T he doc­ 
tor of the ship subsequently m ade au e x ­ 
am ination of the corpse. It was very m uch 
emaciated, for the man liad hardly eaten 
anything since leaving the citv on account 
of seasickness ; nevertheless, h e was kept 
nt work all the tim e. 
H is body was buried 
at sea. and a collection was taken up for 
his widow and children. 
They are now 
living on Bryant street, near Sixth. 
They 
are alm ost destitute and have no friends.”

C attlem en W arned to K eep oft* the W al- 
lapal K eservatton. 
I’RE3corr. January 6th.— At the request 
o f Com missioner Atkins, a peremptory or­ 
der has been issued from the War Depart­ 
m ent to General Mason, com m anding the 
W hipple Barracks, to warn all cattlem en 
and m iners front the Wallapai reservation 
in M ohave county, and to use the m ilitary 
to enforce the order. -The northern portion 
of the reservation, which is entirely worth­ 
less for any other purposes, has been occu­ 
pied by som e fifieen or twenty cattlem en 
for the past twelve or fifteen years—m any 
years before it was set aside by President 
Arthur for the uses of these Indians. 
The 
cattlem en em ploy Indians as herders, who 
are enabled thus to earn a living. 
It is 
considered only just, if the G overnm ent in ­ 
tends to enforce the order, that tim ely no­ 
tice should be given the stockm en to dis­ 
pose of tlieir herds or secure other ranges. 
A n investigation, it is claim ed, would prove 
that the presence o f the cattlem en upon the 
reservation, besides adding to the tax-roll 
o f Moha*ve county, is of advantage to the 
Indians them selves. 
The town of Peach 
Springs is on the reservation. 
If this order 
is enforced it wilt destroy the m ining and 
stock industry of a largo section, w ithout 
benefiting the Indians.

GOVERNOR 
STONEMAN’S 
MESSAGE. 


The message of the retiring Governor, 
General Stoneman, has bceu sent to the 
Legislature. 
It is not an argum entative 
document, and consists m ainly of digests 
of m ain topics presented by the reports of 
the State officers and commissions. 
There 
are a few recommendations made, and 
these are put plainly and his reasons for 
them briefly stated. It is an unpretentious 
paper, business-like and direct in the main, 
but following, in some respects, previous 
errors. 
H e expresses a natural regret th at his 
adm inistration should close with a show 
ing of increased expenditures and excess 
of outgo over income. 
But lie calls atten­ 
tion tq the heavy appropriations made by 
th e last Legislature for State institutions, 
aggregating over $526,000, and the neces­ 
sary outgo in prison deficiency hills. 
The 
Governor urges the payment or refunding 
of the funded debt bonds amounting to 
$2,698,000. 
Concerning the railroad taxcsi 
lie dismisses the sutjeet by recapitulating 
the figures and opinions of the State Con 
troller, adhering evidently to the theory 
of th at officer concerning railroad taxation, 
though it is opposed to the interpretation 
of the law by the State and Federal Courts. 
Conntv Assessors he holds to lie servants 
of the State and subject to the control of the 
State Board of Equalization, and legisla­ 
tion should he had to clearly define the 
ditties of the one and the right of control 
and of inquiry by the other. 
(hi the subject of irrigation, he refers 
to his expressions in his message calling 
the last extra session of the Legislature, 
adding that the barrenness of result of th at 
session was due to the failure of legislatois 
to fulfill their written pledges, yet he thinks 
much good was accomplished hv the new 
light shed upon the subject by reason of 
the debates incident to the extra session- 
It should have occurred to the Governor 
th at this dissemination of information, and 
new light on 
that 
im portant subject, 
probably had very much 
to do with 
th e 
conscientious 
change 
of 
views 
by 
legislators, 
made 
adhesion 
to 
a 
hasty 
pledge 
more 
uniust to 
public 
interests than departure from it. 
Review­ 
ing briefly the history of the State school 
text-books and the progress made in their 
preparation and publication, he gives the 
new system cordial indorsement on the 
score of the great economy that results to 
parents. The recommendations of the Sur- 
vevor-G eneialare given apparent approval 
relative 
to 
the 
withdrawal 
of State 
tim ber 
lands 
from 
sale, 
and 
the 
need to check the denudation of the 
mountain slopes, which practice is injur­ 
ing the stream - and increasing the danger 
of floods. 
The Executive would have had 
public approval by indorsing thus last 
recommendation of the Surveyor-General 
w ith warmth and vigor. 
Concerning charity institutions receiv­ 
ing State aid, the Governor indorses the 
management of the Home for Feeble­ 
Minded Children, and advises extension of 
the powers oi the managers, so as to put 
at labor those inmates capable of it, that 
they may in part contribute to their own 
support, and, if discharged, lie able to fol­ 
low some useful vocation at once. 
H e ad­ 
vises that full appropriations Vie made for 
the entire expenses of the two State 
Prisons, that there may uot again arise the 
necessity for borrowing money to carry 
them on, as was imperative in the last 
fiscal year. 
By paying the earnings of the 
prisons into the State treasury, and by 
th e State paying all the expenses of the 
institutions, a correct business system will 
be follower), and the present loose method, 
fraught w ith temptation, done away with. 
Generally, he approves the management of 
th e prisons, as being economic and pro­ 
gressive. 
The 
l’enologica! 
Commis­ 
sion 
has 
his 
commendation, and 
es­ 
pecially 
the recommendation favoring 
th e “ parole system.” 
In this the Gov­ 
ernor is justified by the best light on the 
subject, and the experience of countries 
where it has been tried. 
A reform school 
for incorrigible boys who would otherwise 
Ire sent to prison is advised, and also the 
appointm ent of an agent to look after and 
aid discharged convicts in their efforts to 
lead better lives. 
The condition of the olakis of the State 
against the Federal Government is ex­ 
plained; the management of the School 
for the Deaf, Dumb and Blind commend­ 
ed ; regret expressed th at the Asylum for 
th e A dult Blind has not fulfilled the ex­ 
pectation of the D irectors; the National 
G uard complimented for its drill, discip­ 
line and personnel, and the recommenda­ 
tion warmly made th at the State relieve 
its membership from much of personal ex­ 
pense incident to its maintenance and effi- 
c ’ency, and th at economy l>e conserved by 
building instead of renting armories. Tlie 
A-ylum s for the Insane are given due con- 


sideration, the appointm ent of two addi­ 
tional assistant physicians recommended, 
and the apjieal for an appropriation of 
$534,000 for the Asylum for the Chronic 
Insane is indorsed, in order that the work 
may lie carried on as originally intended, 
and for the relief of the “ enormously over­ 
crowded asylums at Stockton and Napa.” 
The (iovernor, w ith more warm th than 
on 3Dy other subject, treats of the agri­ 
cultural and horticultural interests of Cali­ 
fornia, approves the State A gricultural 
Society as an agency for increasing the 
resources of the State, and commends the 
management. 
He pronounces the late 
Citrus Fair a success, and th at it proved 
the soil and climate of M iddle and N orth­ 
ern California to be well adapted to the 
cultivation of citrus fruits. 
As Governor 
Stoneman is a practical grower of citrus 
fruits in Southern California, where he has 
fine lands in the San Gabriel valley, the 
indorsement he thus projects into his offi­ 
cial rejiort must have great influence 
abroad. 
Concerning viticulture, lie ad­ 
vises encouragement of the industry by 
the State and Federal Governments, and 
the necessary laws for its protection from 
the assaults of dishonorable manufacture 
and trade. 
Silk culture he believes feasi­ 
ble 
in 
California. 
W ith 
a 
recom­ 
mendation th at the State Board of Exam ­ 
iners lie required to hold weekly meetings 
at the State Capitol, Governor Stoneman 
concludes his last message. 


THE HITCH IN THE INAUGURATION. 


The decision of the Speaker of the 
House in the m atter of publishing the re­ 
turns of the election for Governor is un­ 
questionably sound. 
T he Constitution directs th at “ the re­ 
turns of every election for Governor shall 
be sealed up and transm itted to the sent of 
Government, directed to the Speaker of 
the Assembly, who shall, during the first 
week of the session, open and publish 
them in the presence of both houses of the 
Legislature. 
T he person having the high­ 
est num ber of votes shall be Governor.” 
There is no ambiguity in this provision. 
T he first duty is inqiosed upon the County 
Clerks—to seal up and transmit the re- 
• turns; upon the Speaker rests the second; 
the responsibility of opening and publishing 
them. 
T his is to lie begun in the first 
week of the session, and in the presence of 
both houses of the Legislature, which are 
thus 
called 
as witnesses. 
Now, two 
counties having failed to send up their re­ 
turns. what is the duty of the officer by 
whom the “ publication 
is to made?’’ 
H e cannot ascertain the result of the elec­ 
tion from any other source than that 
prescribed by the Constitution, no m atter 
what his unofficial knowledge may be. 
If 
lie were permitted to 
do so, it will be 
readily seen th at the method of choosing 
a Governor prescribed by law could be 
avoided, and the expressed will of the peo­ 
ple defeated. 
It is-plainly, therefore, the 
duty of the proper officers to invoke the 
Courts of law, if need be, to compel the 
delinquent counties to send up their re­ 
turns. 
And the Courts will do this, for other­ 
wise it would lie w ithin the power of any 
County Clerk to say who shall be Governor. 
If we suppose the case of the last hour of 
the “ first week of the session ” to have 
arrived, and the returns of the negligent 
counties to lie still wanting, we cannot 
even then give countenance to the idea 
that the Speaker must publish the result 
upon the returns he- has in hand. 
For 
such proceeding would sim ply be a con­ 
fession th at any County Clerk, by w ith­ 
holding the returns and avoiding legal 
service, could change th e actual result of 
an election by defeating the necessary 
legal declaration. . 
Clearly, then, all the returns must lie 
made before any result can lie announced, 
and to the bringing of them in,'the power 
of the State through the Courts may he in­ 
voked, and, if need demands, rnnst be. 
T his is the only right and safe ground 
to take ; any other would lie revolutionary. 
Partisans who in their heat go so far as to 
denounce the Speaker’s act, and clamor for 
the inauguration of Mr. B artlett without 
the receipt of the returns required by the 
Constitution, will probably regret their 
haste. 
There is no political color in the 
action of the Speaker. 
H e has done pre­ 
cisely what the law requires. 
T’ndcr his 
action no right can be- defeated, no wrong 
possibly done. 
By any other course than 
th at he has pursued not only would the 
Constitution lie infringed, and the rights 
of candidates imperiled, hut a precedent 
set so fraught with dangers that the most 
ordinary intelligence cannot fail to com­ 
prehend the inextricable confusion and 
demoralizing results that m ight follow 
every election, nor fail to see how the 
choosing of a Governor would be possible 
to lie transferred from the jieople to the 
whim, venality or stupidity of any one of 
the fifty-two County Clerks in the State. 
The exhaustive and masterly exposition 
of the whole question by Senator Vroo- 
man, whose argum ent appears in our legis­ 
lative report this morning, w ith the clear 
and convincing opinion of Speaker Jordan, 
will lie found to be conclusive of the whole 
m atter, and must carry conviction to every 
candid mind. 
It will not be without profit th at this 
“ hitch ” in the inauguration of the new 
Governor has occurred. 
It will probably 
result iu such regulation by law, giving 
effect to the Constitution, that the fact will 
be early enough officially known in some 
quarters whether County Clerks 
have 
obeyed the law, to compel them to do so 
in tim e for the “ publication ” contem­ 
plated by the organic act. T he convenience 
of the people of the State, and the moving 
of the m achinery of legislation should not 
lie dependent upon the stupidity, dishon­ 
esty or laziness of a Countv Clerk. 


DYNAMITE 
“ TO THE FORE.” 


For the fourth tim e the street railway 
strikers in San Francisco have appealed to 
violence to compass their ends. 
Wednes­ 
day night a dynamite bomb was empiloyed 
by them to blow up a section of track on a 
branch of the Sutter street line. Of course 
it endangered and injured the property of 
others, and put in peril the lives of citizens 
in no way concerned in the strike, and was, 
therefore, all the more fiendish. 
T he decent citizens of the metropolis 
certainly are patient and long-suffering, 
else they arc cowed by to the dynam ite ele­ 
ment, and it looks very much as if the 
latter is the true reason for their quiet, 
l-nder what other excuse can the amazing 
pssdveness of the people of th at city, in 
the face of such monstrous outrages as that 
referred to, be classed ? 
T he infamous practice is still permitted 
in the open street of boycotting the rail­ 
ways by menacing solicitation and intim i­ 
dation ; and apparently no one dares to 
raise a voice in protest. 
Tbe presumption

conduct their business, w ithin the law, as 
they choose, aud to be guaranteed freedom 


from molestation and the threat of vio­ 
lence; but it is evidently a vain presump­ 
tion, in the light of actual facts. 
For here 
we have it in the news of yesterday that 
men who are proposing to the property- 
owners to manage th eir affairs for them 
w hether they will it or not, are backing up 
th at proposition by breaking down the 
business of the roads—not by building and 
running opposition lines, not by lawful 
methods, but by such a system of terroriz­ 
ing and boycotting as puts any one who 
runs a car or rides on the cars of either of 
two given lines, in fear of his life. 
To 
this end the argum ent of the dynamite 
bomb was advanced Wednesday night. 
H onest workingmen are shamed by these 
brutal m ethods; the cause of labor is de­ 
graded by these inhum an acts; capital in 
.San Francisco is put to packing up for 
flight, investm ent calls a h alt and industry 
is checked, for the motor for industrial ac­ 
tivity is a coward and flees before the 
breath of danger. 
And yet the people of 
San Francisco sit idly by, and do not so 
much as try the common American method 
of massmeetings and resolutions, expressing 
abhorrence of the methods employed by 
the strikers, or give voice to a determ ina­ 
tion to put an end to these outrageous as­ 
saults upon property'rights and the lives of 
the people. 
Should any one regret it if 
the taxpayers of San Francisco in the near 
future are required to foot a huge round 
bill of damages ?

The highest and lowest Signal Service 
tem perature yesterday was 63° and 40°, 
with light variable winds and clear, tine 
weather prevailing. 
Jam es Gildea and Billy Davidson, two 
“ old-timers,” who have been seriously ill 
for several days, were yesterday sent by 
Chief Dillman to the County Hospital. 
These 
arrests were made yesterday: 
Frank Lee, by officer Yager, for being 
drunk ; Ed. Rand, by officer Rider, for be­ 
ing a common drunkard; W in. Lamb, by 
officer Agner, for petit larceny. 
The case of Oscar Blodgett, charged with 
petit larceny, in stealing turkeys, was yes­ 
terday, in justice Post’s Court, continued 
nntil next Thursday, owing to the severe 
illness of the defendant’s wife. 
The case of Ah Jim , charged with burg­ 
lary in entering a barn, near Florin, and 
stealing some harness, was exam ined in 
Justice Devine's Court yesterday, and re­ 
sulted in the defendant being held to an­ 
swer before the Superior Court. 
The only business before tbe Superior 
Court yesterday was in D epartm ent One, 
Judge Armstrong presiding for the first 
tim e since his appointm ent. 
It was the 
case of Ida W itt vs. Otto W itt, which was 
partly tried and then continued until 1 r. m. 
to-day. 
K 08; uth Sm ith, an old resident of the 
city, who m any years ago almost-entirely 
became blind, and in consequence event­ 
ually was known to almost everyone in the 
city as “ blind Sm ith,” died on Wednesday 
after confinement to his bed of but a few 
days, though be had been in poor health 
for some time. 
The city water was so astonishingly 
muddy yesterday that citizens could not 
understand it, and they were equally puz­ 
zled to know why in some localities there 
was so little pressure. The trouble was that 
the water authorities were blowing out the 
mains, freeing them from the m ud de­ 
posited in them . 
The H ibernia Benevolent Society of this 
city, having by a vote of two-thirds of its 
members decided to disincorporate, a peti­ 
tion for an order allowing the disincorpora- 
tion was yesterday filed in the Superior 
Court. The society’s assets aggregate about 
$10,000, which it is proposed to divide 
among 78 members. 
The Virginia Chronicle says:

Gallatin, of Sacramento, has recently pur­ 
chased the land on tbe shore of Eagle Lake 
for twenty miles. 
He is on the west side

At the inquest held in San Francisco last 
W ednesday upon the body of Major Robert 
Beck, which was found lloating in tbe Bay, 
the evidence indicated that he became de­ 
ranged from severe neuralgic pains, and 
going down to the Sonoma boat with the 
intention of taking passage, fell overboard 
from the boat or wharf. The verdict of the 
jury was accidental drowning while suffer­ 
ing from aberration of mind. 
R. P. W ingate, an old Sacramentan, who 
has for some lim e been employed as one of 
the guards at the San Quentin Prison, has 
been brought to Sacramento with the hope 
that a change of air and scene may do him 
good, as he recently became insane. H e is 
not violent, but it is deemed best to keep 
him at tbe county jail, where he can have 
plenty of exercise in the yard. Physicians 
have hope that his mental disorder is only 
temporary. 
Catfish, chub, etc , are biting very freely 
in tbe Sacramento just now. and m aking ft 
so interesting for anglers, that they stand 
out on the sandbars or fish from boats, no 
m atter how cold the weather may be. Two 
enterprising 
fishermen 
have 
stretched 
lirtes across the river, in tlie vicinity of L 
and M streets, and as each line has several 
dozen hooks attached to it, the fishermen 
are kept busy. 
It seems to take longer to 
bait them than to take tbe fish off, how­ 
ever. 
Despite all that has been said to the con­ 
trary, the officers have as yet been unable 
to find and arrest the parties wanted for the 
commission of the Oroville and Quincy 
stage robhery. The ownership of the gold 
which John Norton bought from a man 
who is supposed to have been one of the 
robbers has not yet been decided in Court, 
but it may be led up to during the hearing 
in the Poiice Court to-morrow of the case 
of Norton, who is charged with receiving 
stolen goods. 
District Attorney Bruner, under the au­ 
thority given by the Board of Supervisors 
on W ednesday, yesterday appointed Jay R.

The Assembly w as culled to order at 11 a. m.. 
Speaker Jordan in the chair. Quorum present.

AFTER RECESS. 
The House was called to order at noon and 
after a few preliminaries arranged to receive 
the Senate, in joint session, for the purpose of 
canvassing the vote for Governor and Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor. 
Governor Stoneman eame in and was escorted 
to a seat at the su e of the Speaker amidst great 
applause.

At 12:15 the Scrgoant-at-A rms announced the 
Senate at the bar of the House. The memticrs 
of the Assembly arose and received them, 
a vigor- j Speaker Jordan met Lieutenant-Governor Dag- 
1 gett aad escorted him to a seat at the Speaker's 


Section 1*21(6. The returns of election for 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor must during 
the first week of the session be opened, can­ 
vassed, and the result declared by the Speaker 
of the Assembly iu presence of both houses.” 
“ Section 1297. No declaration of the result, 
! commission or certificate must be withheld on 
account of any (tofeet or informality ill the re­ 
turn of any election, if it can with reasonable 
certainty be ascertained from such return what 
oflice is intended, und who is elected thereto." 
Lieutenant Governor Daggett appointed as 
tellers Senators Boggs and WPson. Speaker 
Jordan appointed as tellers Assemblymen *Le 
Blanc and Lewis. 
The tellers took their place 
at the Clerk's desk and the Speaker commenced 
the canvas of the vote by counties. After the 
returns in the Speaker’s hands were all eun- 
vased it was ascertained that Merced county 
had returned the vote on Governor but not that 
on Lieutenant-Governor, w hile there were no 
returns from San Mateo and 8an Benito coun­ 
ties. Tnis was an unexpected revelation and 
caused no little excitement, especially among 
the Democratic members. 
On motion oi Senator White a committee of 
three was appointed to visit the Secretary of 
State and ascertain if he knew anything about 
the missing returns. The Speaker named as 
such committee Senators White and Haynes 
nnd Assemblyman Heath. 
During tbe absence of the committee the 
members from the three counties were ques­ 
tioned regarding the missing returns, hut they 
could not throw any light upon the subject, it 
appeared to be a clear case of negligence on the 
part ot the County Clerks. 
The committee, after an absence of some ten 
minutes, returned, and reported that they had 
visited the oflice of the Secretary of State, but 
were unable to find the returns. They had se­ 
cured, however, the official abstracts from 
which the Secretar)' of State had made the offi­ 
cial canvass, and Senator White moved that 
they lie used iu the absence of the returns. 
Mr. Vrooman—I raise the point of order that 
this reso ution cannot be entertained, because 
tlie stutute provides specifically what shall be 
the return to be Considered by this Convention, 
and it cannot go outside of the statute in its de­ 
termination, but must be guided by the specified 
intent of tbe statute of tne State under w hich 
this Convention is called together. Assembly­ 
man Variel has the statute before him and I ask 
him to read it. 
Assemblyman 
Variel—I 
would 
call the 
Speaker’s attention to Section 4, of Article V., 
of the Constitution of this state. [Reads.]: "The 
returns of every election for Governor shall be 
sealed up and transmitted to the seat of govern­ 
ment, directed to the Speaker of the Assembly, 
who shall, during the first week of the session, 
open and publish them in the presence of both 
houses of tlie Legislature. 
The person having 
the highest number ot votes shall be Governor; 
hut in case any two or more have an equal aud 
the highest number of votes, the Legislature 
shall, by joint vote of both houses, choose one 
of such persons so having an (-qua1! and the 
highest number of votes for Governor.” 
The first three lines of the section contains 
the point aud sustains the objection urged by 
Senator Vrooman. The statutes, Sections 1292, 
1*293,12ÍM and 1295, are as follows: When an 
election lias been held to rill tlie office of Gov­ 
ernor or Lieutenant-Governor, the Clerk of each 
county, in addition to the abstract made for 
transmission to the Secretary of State, most, as 
soon ns the statement of the vote of 
his 
county is 
made 
out 
and 
entered 
upon 
the 
records 
of 
the 
Board 
of 
Super­ 
visors. make twx certified abstracts of so 
much thereof as related to the vote given for 
such officers. The Clerk must seal tip each ab­ 
stract separately. aud indorse thereon, “ Elec­ 
tion returns for Governor and Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor.” lie must at once direct one copy to 
"th e Speaker of the Assembly next to meet,” 
address it to Sacramento California, and deposit 
it. post-paid, in the postoffice. 'Jlie other copy 
he must direct and address in the same man­ 
ner, and at once deliver it to a member-elect of 
the Legislature, or to a Senator w ho holds over; 
und tlie person to whom it is so delivered must 
deliver it to the speaker on or before the 
second day next after his election. 
From those sections and tlie constitutional 
section I must concur with Senator Vrooman 
that whatever evidence comes in here found iu 
tlie Secretary of State's office is incompetent as 
evidence of what may have been the vote for 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, and tlie 
only proper evidence is the returns from those 
c unities aud competent evidence of the votes 
fur those oilicers. 
Senator White could not sec why any objec­ 
tion should be urged against the documents of­ 
fered. and which were found in the Secretary of 
State's office, being certified returns from the sev­ 
eral County Clerks. It would be evidence before 
the Courts, as it was expressed as evidence upon 
the books kept by these gentlemen as required 
by law. If any Clerk should, from any cause, re­ 
fuse positively to forw ard to the Speaker of the 
Assembly during the first week the returns 
which by law he Is required to forw ard, the re­ 
sult would be a person elected by the iieonle 
would not be declared elected, and s) I say ta b 
being merely a m atter of procedure, and the 
person elected to perform that duty fails so tollo, 
should

ments tieing a certified copy of the record, 
which is a result of the count returned by the 
Board of Supervisors? The statement you have 
read. Mr. Siataker, is a general statement that 
so aud so received so many votes. 
The Chair—I will correct tlie gentleman. It 
is not made out by precincts and districts. 
.Mr. White—All we desire to find out is the 
vote cast, and these documents I have offered 
are official records. It doe* not follow tlmt the 
best evidence shall always be given before any 
tribunal, but the best evidence that can be 
made. We make the best proof that can he 
made under ihe circumstances, as iu this in­ 
stance the Clerks failed to do their duty, and 
present it, aud cannot see why any person 
should object to it. 
Assemblyman Brierly said he was desirous to 
act in the m anner suggested by Senator White, 
hut having visited the Senate at the discussion 
had in respect to pagts and porters, aud thereby 
learning what the law was, could not support 
the gentleman’s ideas. 
Mr. Knox argued that should the Convention 
go on and adopt the means suggested by Sena­ 
tor White, ami this Legislature should go on 
w ith the business, and after its adjournment a 
question te raised regarding this very matter, the 
Courts might declare the election olGovemorand 
Lieutenant-Governor unconstitutional, and then 
the entire work of this session would be null 
and void. He said he was as desirous as the 3ena 
tor from Los Angeles to proceed as rapidly as 
possible with the count, but under tlie provi­ 
sions of the Constitution he could not consist­ 
ently vote with him. Because the provision of 
the Constitution limited the duty of the Speaker 
of the Assemble to simply a question of returns 
transmitted tofiim, und only nis duty to declare 
the result from these returns, and was willing 
to adjourn from day to day until such returns 
were made. 
Mr. Brooks de.drtd to know what effect it 
would have if ti e result would be declared 
upon the returns so lar canvassed, as to any 
change that might be made. 
S, natur White thought it would make no dif­ 
ference, the result could uot be changed and it 
would he lietter, he thought, to omit them alto­ 
gether, because if tlie matter was deferred it 
w ould take a w eek's time to get the returns. 
Mr. Granger concurred with Senator White, 
and thought the motiou in order as ihe section 
ot the Constitution referred to suggested that 
the returns ot every election for Governor shall 
be sealed and be transmitted to the Speaker, c'.c. 
All that the Speaker has to do is to open the re­ 
turns which he has received aud publish them 
to the Legislature in joint session, and the Leg­ 
islature itself has Ihe wnole business of de­ 
termining the result, and thought it was in 
the 
fower 
of 
tlie 
Joint 
convention 
now lo determine tlie result upon principles of 
equity nnd law, because if any officer has neg­ 
lected Ins duty, and all returns are not in us 
contemplated b tbe Constitution, then it is in 
the power of this joint convention to determine 
how thcv w ill proceed to rid themselves of this 
defeat. "He hela that the Convention had the 
power, by its majority, to determine how they 
should proceed. 
Senator Goucher thought the po:nt of order 
alsed bv the Senator from Alameda well tuken, 
as the ( i>n*dtution left no room for debate. He 
iUed that the best way out of the difficulty 
was f o r tin Speaker to ho.d to the rule as laid 
dow n; that his duty was limited to a count of 
the returns before him. If it should happen to 
change the result, then iu good faith to tlie peo­ 
ple of the State this question should be con­ 
tinued from day to day until such time us the 
eturns could be received. 
Mr. Taylor held to the same proposition, and 
tnat the Convention had no power to control 
the matter, hot must abide by the testimony as 
prescribed by the law and Constitution. 
Mr. Young asked if the records of San Benito 
county have been destroyed by lire w hat would 
be the evidence required in that case. 
He 
thought the Seo.rctaiy of State could in a matter 
of this kind supply tlie wanting link. 
Mr. Granger argued that the Convention was 
placed in the same position as the Congress ot 
the United States was in 1877, growing out of the 
election of l'resident in 1876. There the Presi­ 
dent of the Senate claimed from the returns the 
power to declare trom the returns what the re­ 
sult was. aud concluded trom that that the 
Assembly had the power to determine this ques­ 
tion Itself, through the tp .a k e r as its mouth­ 
piece. 
, 
Mr. Wriglit thought the objection over-tech­ 
nical. and tlmt the Convention should be gov­ 
erned by the same rules of evidence as the 
Courts. 
Senator Vrooman—I wish only to say a word 
iu answer to the gentleman last upon the floor, 
and to Senator White, as lie appeared to base 
his argument upon the proposition that this 
Convention inusi canvass these returns and de­ 
clare the resit t during the first week of its ses­ 
sion. I think the Senator is too good a lawyer 
to hold thatthe provision cf the Constitution rel­ 
ative to time is anything more than directory, 
and I believe that under the principles of law, 
where the element of time is not of the essence 
of the business to be performed, that the act 
may be done at any time. In reply to the mem- 
ber'who has just taken his seat, that these rec­ 
ords which are attempted tobe introduced in 
this House would be cona dered and tasen os 
evidence iu a Court of justice, I say that the 
statute expressly provides that in a Court of jus­ 
tice these records may be considered and read 
as evidence. 
But. sir, it vou turn to the statute 
you will see how this vote is to be counted and 
ihe result declared. There is ro provision that 
these facts from lire Secretary of State may be 
considered on this occasion, and I submit that 
the argument is not analogous at all—that be­ 
cause this evidence may be considered in a 
Court of justice that therefore it should be con­ 
sidered here. The statute describes in one case 
ex press! y that a tceord may be considered, 
and in 
the 
other 
ease 
it 
prescribes a 
different 
rule. 
And, 
sir, 
there 
is 
but 
one of two 
courses for 
this Convention 
to pursue; either to decíate the result upon the 
returns already canvassed, or to adjourn trim 
time to lime until the other returns shall have 
been delivered. So far as I am personally con­ 
cerned. I feel that we are setting a precedent 
here and it is of great imjiortance that we shall 
take time to get in the entire returns: to have 
this resalt declared upon tbe entire returns. I 
aav it is a m atter of great impottanee to the 
people of tills State, that we shall set a pre­ 
cedent by declaring the resnit upon the 
entire vote Of this 
State instead of de­ 
claring it upon 
a partial 
vote, aud the 
Senators and members who are anxious to de­ 
clare the result on a partial telurn. will beset­ 
ting a precedent for dishonest men in the tature 
to refrain from sending in to tlie Convention 
correct returns, made upon this precedent, and 
thereby to declare a different result Iban was 
intended by the electors of this State. As a 


member ef this Convention, I say that we 
should insist upon an adjournment until we 
shall have obtained from the proper sources a 
return upon which to declare the votes of the 
electors, and as a precedent I hope this Conven­ 
tion will adjourn from day to day until the re­ 
sult be obtained. 
SenatorClunie—It seems to me, Mr. Speaker 
and memlicrs of tliil Convention, that there is 
noihiug in this attempt to delay the installment 
of the officers elected by the people, which is 
well known to all of us here, and that every 
ichoolboy in the State kuews, has been elected 
Gov. m or and Lieutenant-Governor. 
Aud as 
this occurs to me it is only an effort to delay 
legislation trom day to day. as it is well known 
that we have but a short session to do our busi­ 
ness in. it is a plain constitutional provision in 
this matter, how- th*se things shall la* done, and 
it seems there can be no doubt as to that. 
Tne Speaker—To what provisiou do you refer, 
Senator Clunie? 
Mr. Clunie—1 refer to Section 4 of Article V. of 
the Constitution. [Readsit.j Now, we have ail 
these returns before us; but they say because 
the returns of two of those counties happen to 
have been sent to the Secretary of State and in 
turn transmitted to the Speaker, that it is not in 
harmony with the rule. There is nothing in 
the p.m t, gentlemen ; and you would be mak­ 
ing yourselves the laughing stock of the State if 
you should adjourn trom time to time to give 
some Comity Clerk awav dow n iu the southern 
portion of the State a chance to send up these 
«-.nt..—.. ...1. Al....... -.1—--1.. 
Ik. 
returns when they are already here. 
ill the 
(’onvention receive any more information by 
these returns in that way than they have at the 
present time? As a m atter of course, you and 
each and all of you know you will not. and 
there could be no better information then than 
now. The m anner suggested by my brother, Mr. 
V’rooman, in my judgment, is for the puri>oseof 
creating trouble in tne luture. in order to give 
a County Clerk from one part oX this State, when 
he fails to send iu his returns here, an oppor­ 
tunity bo to do, and delay the inauguration 
upon which the iKíojile have spoken in no un­ 
certain terms. The argument of my friend, the 
distinguished Senator trom Los Angeles, seems 
to me is sensible and proper argument to guide 
this Conventi»n. Let us go on witli the returns 
we have already, lroin A to Z. Two of those re­ 
turns reach us through the Secitary of State, 
but 
they all 
come 
from 
the 
iountain- 
head—from the different counties of the State. 
I am in iavorof going on with this count and de­ 
clare the result, and go to the business that the 
public intrusted us to attend to; and I ask the 
gentlemen ol this Convention, in the name of 
Justice to the people of this State, to go on and 
declare your result, aud you will find that you 
have taken a step in the right direction, and no 
harm can come from this procedure; but if you 
delay it you will open the door, aud thereby in 
the future permit a County Clerk to withhold 
the returns, and in that way deluy the inaugu­ 
ration of the officers whom the people have 
elected to serve them in the incoming adminis­ 
tration. Now. I do hope we will go to the busi­ 
ness we were sent here for. Let us instruct the 
Speaker to count the returns as they are before 
him, and declare the result. I am opposed to 
postjionement. You will make a mistake if 
you do it—the people have spoken. I ¿lo hope 
both sides will concur in this proposition, and 
that Governor Bartlett and Lieutenant-Governor 
Waterman will be declared elected, and that we 
may go to the work of legislation. 
Senator Vrooman arose to a question of privi­ 
lege, and there being no objection he said: I 
have been a member of the Legislature of this 
State for four years. Unfortunately for me, 
there has been during those four years four 
sessions of the Legislature, and this session, in 
its first three days, lias evidenced to me that 
there is in the highest branch of this body 
members who have not been educated to a com­ 
mon decency between members of a common 
body. 
1, sir, iu the four sessions that I 
have 
been 
a 
member 
of 
the 
Senate 
of the 
btate 
of California, 
have 
never 
yet until this session ascertained that it was 
any argument to impugn the motives of any 
Senator for their action upon questions of this 
kind, and if this was not tlie second time that 
these statements have been made by the same 
gentleman, I would not be inclined to answer 
it, but by the pages of my record that have been 
made iu the past. But coming the second time, 
I take them as being deliberately made, and I 
take this occasion to say that any member of 
this Convention who says that 1 have raised 
this point for the purpose of delay—for the pur­ 
pose of confusion, or ior any other purpose than 
that of the highest and most honorable mo­ 
tives controlling a member of this Convention— 
who impugns my motive in this matter, states 
that which he deliberately and willfully knows 
to be a falsehood. 
Senator Clunie arose to a question of priv­ 
ilege, and said : I suppose that the member al­ 
ludes 10 me in his remarks. Now if the cop fits 
him I am perfectly willing that he should wear 
it. My remarks were that the effect of the po­ 
sition taken by the Senator from Alameda 
would be to delay legislation aud to delay pub­ 
lic business. Whether I made a mistake in that 
matter, I leave it for you to judge. I never 
have, on the floor of the ¿enate nor on the floor 
of the House, made a statement that I knew in 
my heart was false. 
I may have made state­ 
ments in regard to the conduct of Senators that 
I was mistaken in, and in these matters have 
stated that the position occupied would have a 
certain effect, and that is just whnt the position 
of .Senator Vrooman in this matter will have to­ 
day. 
He continued by Baying that as true as Gov­ 
ernor Washington Bartlett lives, and Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor Waterman lives, they will take 
their office. 
He concluded with an appeal to 
the Convention, iu the name of God, common- 
sense and justice, to go on. 
Mr Heath spoke against the point of order, 
and Senator Dray and Assemblyman Coombs in 
its favor. 
THE SPEAK KB'S DECISION. 
The Speaker stated that he had allowed the 
argument to take a wider range than it should 
have done under strict parliamentary law, but 
permitted it that the Senators and Assemblymen 
might have the fudest opportunity to give 
expression to their indvidual views, ana of­ 
fer to the Chair the wisest and best of coimscb 
The first question for me to decide is this point 
of order, raised by the Senator from Alameda, 
as to whether the motion offered by the Senator 
from Los Augeles is in order, which is, that a 
certified copy, chart or abstract, of votes which 
he presents from tlie < ftice of the Secretary of 
Stftte.sbould he accepted in lieu of the " return»” 
that the law directs should betranMnittcd tothe 
.Speaker of the House. The point raised by the 
Senator from Alameda i^that this motion i» out 
of order, inasmuch as the jaw directs that the 
canvass shall be made, and the result an­ 
nounced, upon the ieturns as sent to the 
Speaker. Article IV. of Section 5 of the Consti­ 
tution provides that “ the returns of every elec­ 
tion tor Governor shall be sealed up, and trans­ 
mitted to the seat of Government, directed to the 
Speaker of the Assembly, who shall, during the 
first week of the session, open and publish 
them in ihe presence of both Houses of the Leg­ 
islature.” 
This section has been placed in the Political 
Code almost word for word in Stciiou 12%, and 
the Code further provides that iu addition tothe 
abstract which every County Clerk is required 
to forward to the Secretary of State, he shall 
forward to Sacramento by tGhíI. post paid, a 
copv thereof directed to “ the Speaker of the As­ 
sembly next to meet, and shall hand another 
such copy, similarly directed, to a member-elect 
of the Legislature, or a Senator who holds over; 
and the person to whom it is so delivered must 
hand it to the Speaker on or before the second 
day next after his election.” * 
The Code thus provides two channels through 
which the Speaker is to receive returns of the 
election ior Governor aud Lieutenant-Governor. 
These are the oniy channels provided bylaw 
through which the returns of an election are to 
come into the possession ot the Speaker. I shall, 
therefore, be obliged tocnteitain the only objec­ 
tion and rule the motion ot the Senator from 
Lo8 Angeles out of order 
The question now remaining for me to decide 
is as to whether I am authorized to announce 
the result of the late election for Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor from the returns now be­ 
fore me. It is my judgment that the duty of 
the Speaker in this matter is purely ministerial 
and tlmt I have no right to vary from the law as 
I find it expressed in the Constitution andt odes. 
The Constitution in the seetion quoted pro­ 
vides tlmt the Speaker shall "open and pub­ 
lish ” the returns ol every election, etc. Had it 
tH-en the intention of the framers of that ir.stru- 
m entthat the Speaker should canvass tuck tr- 
hmis as might be in his hands at the convtning 
of the Joiut Convention, it would douMess have 
so stated. But when, haviug failed to so state, 
it says that ‘ the returns ’ shall be opcnul 
uud published, 
I 
shall 
assume 
that 
it 
means the 
returns 
irom 
all 
the coun­ 
ties 
of 
the 
State, 
and 
that 
I, 
its Speaker of the House, have no more iir ht to 
canvass the returns of all theconntieN but three, 
and announce the result of the elee.ion for Gov­ 
ernor aud Lieutenunt-Govt-mor, us shown by 
them, than 1 would hrne to cauvassthc returns 
of but one county, und announce the result as 
shown by that. I t :« therefore ibe ruling of the 
Chair that, inasmuch as there are no returns 
whatever 
before me 
.rom 
the 
counties 
of 
San 
Benito and 
San 
Méteo, 
and 
no returns as to the vote for Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor in the county of Merced. I cannot, as 
.Speaker of the House, conclude the canvass of 
the voles at this time, nor declare to this Con­ 
vention at this time the result of the recent 
election for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor 
of this State. It will be observed that the Con­ 
stitution provides that the duty of canvassing 
the vote, and declaring the result, devolves upon 
the Speaker of this House during tbe first week 
of the session. The week is not yet at an end, 
and us the missing returns may yet reach me 
before Saturday night. I would niggest to the 
Convention that a recess be taken to such time 
as may suit your convenience. 
There being no objection made to the decision 
of the Chai**, upon motion the Convention ad­ 
journed until fcfaturday at 10 o’clock *. m.

NOT INAUGURATED. 


LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Not a D igam ist. 
Last Tuesday a citizen called at the sta­ 
tion-house and inform ed Chief D illm an 
th at a Mr. and Mrs. George Sm ith came to 
th e city last M onday from Iteno, where 
they had been m arried six weeks pre­ 
viously, and that on 
Monday evening 
S m ith left his wile at a lodging-house while 
he w ent out, ostensibly on business, taking 
w ith him ail the m oney they had, and had 
not returned. 
H is wife was" left penniless 
am ong strangers, and wanted the police to 
help her. Chief D illm an inquired into the 
m atter and presently ascertained th at the 
citizen who reported the case at the station- 
house had made a m istake as to the m an’s 
nam e, which should have been Johnson 
instead of Sm ith. 
H e further learned that 
Johnson had at one tim e been reported to 
be the husband of Mary Johnson, “ the 
holy terror,” who is becoming quite well 
know n in this city, either personally or by 
reputation. Subsequently a lady of pre­ 
possessing appearance called 
upon the 
Chief and informed him that she had heard 
o f the case of the young woman from 
Reno, 
and, as she thought justice de­ 
m anded 
it, she desired to state that 
she herself was m arried to this samé 
George Johnson in Dutch Flat ten years 
ago, and had the docum ents to prove it. 
U nder these circumstances it occurred to 
the Chief th at Johnson had better be sup­ 
pressed, and W ednesday night he and 
officer Sullivan arrested him . 
W hen told 
o f the charges against him , he denied that 
h e had ever been m arried. T he “ Terror,” 
who was in the jail for a disturbance, was 
interviewed, and asserted th at she had 
never been 
m arried to 
Johnson, and 
clinched it by a failure to recollect that she 
had the pleasure of his acquaintance. The 
C hief did not care m uch about her rela­ 
tions witii the defendant, satisfied that lie 
had a good case of bigamy against the lat­ 
ter, according to the statem ents ol the other 
two women. 
H e accordingly telegraphed 
to Reno for the necessary inform ation and 
papers relative to the last m arriage there, 
but was astonished when answer was re­ 
turned : “ George Johnson and Maggie Mc­ 
Cormack were not m arried here, but ntay 
have beeu somewhere else, as they went 
aw ay together!” 
T hat settled the case, 
and "the Chief, his hope of a conviction for 
bigam y blasted, opened the prison doors 
and directed Mr. Johnson to consider him ­ 
self free.

The weather was delightful in this city 
yesterday, and all interested in the inaug­ 
uration of Governor-elect Bartlett were 
m uch gratified, considering it an augury of 
a very pleasant and successful adm inistra­ 
tion. The T hird Regiment (Major Barry) 
arrived from San Francisco on the steamer 
Leader about 7:30 a . m ., and, headed by its 
splendid band of tw enty pieces and 
drum corps of sim ilarproportions, marched 
jauntily through the streets to Arm ory 
H all, its fine appearance being frequently 
spoken of. By the 11:25 a . m . train from 
San Francisco the Iroquois Club, num ber­ 
ing som e fifty or sixty members, came up 
to show their respect for the new Governor 
by being present in a body at his inaugura­ 
tion. The club was taken in charge lo a 
considerable extent by the Jefferson Club, 
of this city, which secured Y .M . I. Hall as 
headquarters, and there served light re­ 
freshm ents. 
The inaugural ceremonies having been 
set for 3 p. m. at the Capitol, the various or­ 
ganizations intending to take part in the 
parade assembled at 2 o'clock, the m ilitary 
at Armory Hall, and the Iroquois and Jef­ 
ferson Clubs, and also the Sacramento 
County Democratic Club, at Seventh and K 
streets. 
The latter 
locality 
was soon 
crowded w ith people, desirous of witness­ 
ing the start of the parade, aud more 
especially to catch a glimpse of the Gov­ 
ernor-elect as he should leave the Golden 
Eagle Hotel to take a scat in the carriage 
with four gray horses attached, which 
stood at the doorway to receive him . 
About 2:30 the m ilitary organizations—the 
First A rtillery Regiment, Col. T. W. Shee­ 
han. 
and 
the 
Third 
Infantry 
Regi­ 
ment, Major T. F. Barry—marched from 
Armory H all to K street, and drew up in 
line in'front of the Golden Eagle and Capi­ 
tal Hotels. As time passed, and there 
seemed to be no haste to start the line of 
march, the crowd, astonished and im pa­ 
tient, wondered what caused the delay. 
Three o’clock came and passed, and after 
the lapse of fifteen m inutes or thereabouts 
the spectators 
opened their eyes wide 
when they saw the First Artillery Band, 
from the right of the line, wheel to the left, 
strike up an air that could scarcely be 
called inspiriting, and move down the 
street, followed by the Artillery Regiment, 
which in turn was followed by the Third 
Regiment, all returning to their quarters. 
A more puzzled-looking assemblage than 
those spectators is rarely seen. A t first it 
was thought that through some m istake 
the Govetnor-elect had gone to the Capitol 
and been inaugurated w ithout waiting for 
his escort; 
then some one started the 
rum or that a portion of the election re­ 
turns had been stolen, and those rem aining 
showed Swift to be elected instead of Bart­ 
lett ; and after a while it became generally 
known that the Clerks of 'h e counties of 
San Mateo and San Benito had failed to 
send to the Speaker of the Assembly the 
returns provided for by law, and that the 
inauguration would have to be postponed 
for a few days. 
A t the Capitol the crowd began to as­ 
semble at 12 o’clock, and by 2 the Capitol 
building and I’ark were thronged with 
people, who were sorely disappointed when 
they ascertained that the inauguration 
ceremony was postponed. 
Judge J. \Y. 
Arm strong had been sent for toadm inkter 
the oath of ofiice to Governor Bartlett, and 
adjourned Court for that purpose, and re­ 
m ained in waiting at the Capital. 
The two regiments, after m arching to 
the 
armory, 
were 
again formed and 
marched to’ the residence oí Governor- 
elect Bartlett, were drawn up in line, and 
when he appeared, greeted him with a m il­ 
itary salute. General Carey made a short 
and appropriate address, to which 
Mr. 
Bartlett made an appropriate response, and 
afterwards inspected both regiments, greet­ 
ing all the guardsmen most cordially, and 
expressing him self as being highly pleased 
with the appearance of the citizen soldiers, 
and promised that the N ational Guard 
should ever receive his hearty and cordial 
support. The two bands, the best in the 
State, consolidated and rendered some ex­ 
cellent concert music.

WASHINGTON HART LETT RECEIVES.

accidentally interfering with the 
wire. 
Four or five m inutes later an alarm was 
sounded, coming from box 26, at Seventh 
and G streets, but, though it struck the big 
bell, it did not reach the W ater Works. 
The firemen started for the box from which 
the signal was given, and found the fire in 
the basement of the Capital Furniture 
Company’s factory, on the southeast cor 
ner of Sixth and" H streets. Those who 
were on the spot soon after the fire was dis­ 
covered, stated that it was located in the 
shavings pile, in the basement, near the 
front of the building—which is a large two- 
story and basement brick structure—and 
not" far 
from the furnace and boiler. 
Before the firemen, delayed as they had 
been, could get into service, the fire had 
extended from the basement to the first 
floor. There the blaze spread very rapidly, 
finding a great quantity of light, dry m a­ 
terial to feed upon, anti when the firemen 
got it under control in one place it sud­ 
denly appeared in another, while an inj» 
mense volume of sm oke poured out of the 
windows and doors, m aking it difficult at 
times for the pipemen to act to advantage 
In this fire, as in that at the Breuner build­ 
ing on K street a few weeks ago, it was evi­ 
dent that there was a lack of men in the 
departm ent. For a num ber of years the 
efforts of the Paid Department were sec­ 
onded by the “old boys 
of the Volunteer 
Departm ent, who could not go to a fire 
without w orking; hut their day has gone 
by, and the present generation is willing to 
stand and see the firemen work w ithout 
assisting. 
The loss by 
the blaze last 
night 
is 
estimated at between $6,000 
and $8.000, depending considerably upon 
the am ount of damage sustained by the 
eoods ready for m arket that were stored in 
the upper story, and which, though not 
much damaged by fire, m ust have suffered 
from water and "smoke. Chief Engineer 
Sullivan states that a short tim e before the 
alarm was turned in he had been notified 
that the fire telegraph wires were not work­ 
ing, and he got out of bed and was attend­ 
ing to the matter, and had ascertained that 
the wire was “ grounded” badly some­ 
where, when the fire occurred. The inter­ 
ference with the wire, wherever it was, 
doubtless caused the damage to he very 
much greater than it would have been if 
the Departm ent had received the signal at 
once. The Furniture Company are in­ 
sured, but to what extent could not be 
ascertained last night. The factory has 
been very unfortunate, this being the third 
tim e it has been destroyed, in whole or 
part, by lire. 


The Yolo County M ystery. 
The W oodland M ail of yesterday, speak­ 
ing of the killing of Frank Lewis, a Portu­ 
guese fisherman, on the Yolo side of the 
river, about opposite Freeport, Tuesday 
evening, says : 
“ A dark m ystery hung 
over this bloody tragedy until about 9 
o'clock last evening, when three Portuguese 
came to W oodland, anil one of their num ­ 
ber, John F . De Asedo, surrendered him ­ 
self to the Sheriff and stated that he had 
shot Frank Lewis the evening before, and 
that he did it in self-defense, the de­ 
ceased having fired several shots at him 
from a revolver before he returned the fatal 
shot. 
H is companions, who came in with 
him , were Jo Miller and — Contend, who 
came from Miller’s ranch, near Davisville. 
The prisoner was at once locked up. 
Dis­ 
trict Attorney Sprague will follow the in­ 
quest held yesterday and to-day, will hold 
a post-mortem exam ination on the remains 
of the deceased, and determine, it possible, 
w hether the deed was done in selt-defense 
or w hether it was a premeditated murder. 
There are grounds to question the self-de­ 
fense theory, as it is well known that an 
old feud had existed between the prisoner 
and the deceased for a long tim e.” 
It may be m entioned in this connection 
that when the body of Lewis was discov­ 
ered a loaded revolver, which did not ap­ 
pear to have beeu discharged for a long 
time, was found lying at his feet, as though 
he had drawn it hut received the fatal 
wound before he could use it. 
His wife 
stated that he had been in the habit of car­ 
rying it in his coat pocket when away from 
home.

We present a full synopsis of Governor Stone- 
man’s message, which is very long; all the 
more salient features we have preserved, and all 
the topics treated have reference in our syn­ 
opsis. 
The Governor saya: Providence has been 
bountiful to the whole people, and it becomes 
their representatives to discharge tlicir duties 
with zeal and fidelity as the most acceptable 
manifestation of gratitude. 
In my last biennial report I drew attention to 
the favorable reports regarding the receipts and 
expenditures of the two fiscal years ending July 
1.1884, as contrasted with those ending July 1, 
1882, showing a diminution of expenditures dur­ 
ing the former two years of nearly a million and 
a quarter dollars, thus reducing the State taxes 
for 1881 to the uuorecedentedly low rate of 45.2 
cents on the hundred dollars. A sim ilar favor­ 
able showing cannot, I regict to say, be mode in 
a comparison between the receipts and expendi­ 
tures ot the last two fiscal years—the thirty-sixth 
ttnd thirty-seventh—with those of the thirty- 
fourth ana thirty filth : the expenditures dur­ 
ing the two fiscal years endir.g July 1.1885, ex­ 
ceeded the two preceding by 82,622 591 74, neces­ 
sitating an increase of the State rate of tuxaiiou 
from 45.2 cents in 1S64 to 56 cents in 1885. He 
claims however, that as due allowance must be 
made for extraordinary appropriations made by 
the last Legislature, for instance, for Asylums 
for Chronic Insane.8250.000; Adult Blind, $40,000 
Feeble-minded Children, 843,00): 
Veterans’ 
Home. 521,000, and for publication of school 
text-booka 1 y the State, 51*0.000, and sums for 
prison deficiencies, the excess of expenditures 
over the receipts during the last two fiscal years 
amounted to 5374,125 37, and the system perm it­ 
ting it is condemned. 
The bonded indebtedness of the^tate amounts 
to 52,698,009, and this should be paid or refunded. 
The State Hoard of Examiners, desirous of in­ 
creasing the interest-bearing funds of the com­ 
mon schools, have been very successful in pur­ 
chasing county bonds for this purpose within 
the past two year», which now amount to 8888,­ 
000. 
Concerning the railroad taxes, he says the 
Controller's report gives a full statement of 
facts upon the much agitated question, with 
details concerniug the course and consequences 
of measures taken to enforce their payment. It 
contains also exhaustive tables of the amouuts 
assessed, received, and delinquent during the 
past six years. The Governor states that his ef­ 
forts have been to bring the litigation to an end 
and conserve the rights of the btate. and refers 
regretfully to the issue between himself and the 
Attorney-General as an obstacle, and hopes the 
new administration may have better success in 
the m atter so affecting the revenue system. 
He quotes these figures from the Controller’s 
report: Amount of taxes due by the Central 
and So uthern Pacific Railroads for 1889, 1881, 
and 1882, 51,020 675 57. Paid to Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Marshall, and by him to the State and 
County Treasurers, $470,476 08, besides other set­ 
tlements, which. added to this, leaves unpaid 
lor these years the sum of 5416/252 28, according 
to reports iu the Controller's office. 
Total 
amount paid in by the Attorney-General, 8768.­ 
657 61, from which deducting express charges, 
the net amount paid into the treasury was 5768,­ 
273 25. 
The Controller reports that for 1883 the amount 
.delinquent upon tne above system of roads is 
8222,251 33; for 1884, 5323,852 49; for 188-5, 8720,­ 
703 31; for 1886*5664,559 Is. 
The Governor states the inability of the State 
Board of Equalization to secure proper reports 
from and obedience by County Assessors, and 
adds: " Unless Assessors are controlled by t he 
State Board, the principle of equality wilfcon- 
stantly be violated. 
It is true that e ch county 
elects an Assessor, but the State intrusts to that 
Assessor the duty of valuing property for State 
taxation, for which the State liberally compen­ 
sates each county. Yet the State is almost jh>w - 
erless, except by general increase of value, to 
rem tdy any wrong, and entirely so to prevent 
an improper as>essment, or to insist upon the 
assessment of any species or class of property. 
There should he no trilling or juggling with the 
In w to suit the views of every .assessor or Super­ 
visor. Let the theory of the subjection of rev­ 
enue officials be crystallized into a distinct and 
positive provision of the Codes.’' 
Concerning the irrigation question he re­ 
affirms his former position taken in calling the 
extra session, and claims that the failure of 
that body was due to violation of their pledges 
by members. 
’He recapitulates the history of the State 
school text books, pronounces the work done 
to be well done, waimly approves the work of 
the Board oí Education, and points out the 
economic value of the new system to the peo 
pie of the State, sirin g finally: ** The books in 
hand and finished consist of a Speller and First, 
Second and Third Headers, embracing 1,128 
pages. The prices fixed for these by the State 
ltoard of Education, arc as follows: 
Spe.ler, 20 
cents: First Reader. 15 cents; Second Reader, 
30 cents; Third Reader, 40 cents. These figures 
will furnish the books to the children at less 
than one-half the previous cost.” 
‘ The bulk of this work has fallen, of course, 
on the three educational members of the Board. 
It was no portion of their official duties. It wbs 
a work of cxpertism outside such duties, and 
was placed on them by the people and the Legis­ 
lature without their consent. They have done 
the work well, and should be properly compen­ 
sated for it. it is fair to aesume that such was 
the expectation wheu the pejple made a Com­ 
mission of those gcutlemeu to undertake this 
work.-' 
He commends the economy practiced in the 
office of the Secretary of State, und calls atten­ 
tion to his report of reduced appropriations 
made at the request of the Sec etary, and to the 
amount returned back to the Treasury after 
paying all expenses of the office. He adds: 
“ it can be seen by his report, that in spite of 
the fact that the demauds have been necessarily 
larger than ever before, the expenditures have 
been smal or than lor any corresponding period 
since 1859. and an overplus of $5,8u6 69 is turned 
back into the State Treasury." 
He says ihe repoit of the Surveyor-General 
indicates that his office has been more nearly 
self sustaining than during any past adminis­ 
tration. 
During the last six years the amounts collected 
and paid into the State Treasury progressed as 
follows, giving biennial amount ot collections : 
$9,296 30, $16.181, $20,266 25. 
The cost to the 
State of thcSurveyor-General’s office for the bust 
two fiscal years was $22,524. "T he Surveyor- 
Geueral states that suits in foreclosure, insti 
luted because of the non-payment of tho annual 
interest due on Stule lands, are extremely ex- 
pem ive legal proceedings; and longexnerience 
has demonstrated that such suits invariably 
result in loss rather than benefit to the Interest 
of the Stafe. If the lands are of value the delin­ 
quent interest is always paid, even though it 
often amouuts to as much as the principal. On 
the other hand, when the lauds revert to the 
State they are found to be of no value whatever, 
and the Ftatc suffers the loss of the exj>ense of 
the suit in foreclosure. During the la. t eighteen 
years the Registers have sent out the delinquent 
lists only seven times, though required to do so 
annually. He therefore concurs with the ex­ 
pressed «.pinion of bis predecessor, that the law 
should be change, so as not to require the 
issuance ot delinqueut lists oftenerthau once in 
lour years, or els».* fix a limit to the cost ot fore­ 
closure so as not to absorb all tho money re­ 
ceived by the btate. The law of 
fixed a 
limit to the amount payable iu such suits ; but 
the costs now demanded are generally much 
greater than the amount collected by the .State." 
The Governor advises that notarial terms be 
made four years Instead of two. 
"F o r the last two fiscal years then* were ex­ 
pended, for the Orphan Asylums, $443.526 33: 
for aged persons iu indigent circumstances, 
$123,145 56: for the Veterans’ Home. $.0 913 60; 
aud for the Home for Feeble-minded Children, 
537,139 44. making a total fur charitable, iustitu 
tiocsof $624.724 93 " 
" The Legislature of 1885 levied only $15,000 
f»>r the support of aged persons in indigent cir­ 
cumstances. In consequence of a decision of 
the Supreme Court in their favor, county hos- 
pitáis maintaining aged and indigent i*ersons 
sent in their claims against the State for tuch 
maintenance, and bonce the amount expended 
increased to tne above proportions. Countv 
Hospitals arc under tho direct s iperviston o’f 
the Boards of Supervisor», and not under that 
of the State officials; anti if vhe State is made 
liable for a portion of the expense of maintain­ 
ing these institutions it vroulil. in my judgment, 
l>e liable to abuse. Whilst county officials would 
be watchful when the interests of the taxpayers 
of their county are concerned, they would not 
likely bo so much so where the whole State had 
to hear the burden.” 
The Home for Feeble-minded Children prom­ 
ises to fulfill all the expectations of its project­ 
ors. ‘ The Board of Trustees should be cm­ 
. powered and authorized to adopt a svstem 
whereby the male and female inmates, who are 
capable and competent, can work on the farm 
and cut work, needlework, etc., whereby they 
can be enabled, from the proceeds, to add to 
their support and mainteuance whilst in the in­ 
stitution. and wheu in a eonditiou to be dis­ 
charged they cau go forth in the world ab e and 
competent to take care of aud support them­ 
selves.” 
Coucemiug the prisons, he says : “ There was 
a deficicu. y in the appropriation for Folsom 
Prison for the last fiscal year, an1 the Directors 
were authorized by the Board of Examiners to 
borrow 812,000. A similar deficiency for the 
present fiscal year must be met by a special ap­ 
propriation. Such fiuancial shortages show the 
necessity of making appropriations for the en­ 
ure UXpGDSOI of the two pri-ons. As the amount 
of earnings on the part of prisoners is on uncer­ 
tain quantity, they should be paid directly into 
the Mate Treasury. Proper business methods 
would suggest this course, besides being a better 
safeguard for the State in the receipts and dis­ 
bursements of moneys through officials." 
"Early in 1SS6, remonstrances reached me 
from labor organizations all over the State 
against the injurious effect of convict labor upon 
certain industries. As the spirit or intent of the 
Constitution is inimical to such competition be­ 
tween tree and convict labor. I recommend to 
the- Board of Prison Directors the discontinu­ 
ance. as toon as practicable, of the das? of 
prison labor to which these organizations ob­ 
jected. As the manufacture of jute does not 
clash with our labor interests. I strongly recom­ 
mend to the Legislature to carry into effect the 
proposal of the Hoard to increase the capacity 
tor the manufacture of this article. The pro-eut 
jute mill at San Quentin gives employment to 
too men. and the uet profit from its work last 
year was $14.027 43. Another mill of equal ca- 
juicity. th»; Directors say, would absorb the en­ 
tire force not engaged in’other work, and would 
of course doable the net proceed*. The whole 
would cost ab .u $150,00). If you should appro­ 
priate this amount, the question of how t > em­ 
ploy eonvict labor at San Quentin would, iu the 
opinion of the Eoard.be forever definitely set­ 
tled. 
For the employment of the convicts at Fol­ 
som. the Board recommend that they be em­ 
ployed in cutting rough stone for the seawall in 
-ah Fraucisco, and tor other rough works. The 
Warden recommends that the prisoners be em­ 
ployed iu building a Reformatory for youthful 
offenders, tobe located within the present pri-on 
grounds at Fote-m. He also suggests that thev 
be employed in building roads, and, now that 


land is cheap in the neighborhood, that an ad­ 
ditional tnret be purchased for fanning purposes. 
The whole problem is & serious and pressing one, 
and deserves to \ye grappled with, from motives 
of ecom my as well as philanthrope 
Concerning the recommendation of the Pen­ 
ological Commission he says: 
“ One of the 
most important of these is what is commonly 
called the * parole system.’ This system is now 
in operation in O hio; and from all that can be 
learned is productive of great benefit, both to 
the prisoner and to the generaicommunlty. Iu a 
modified form it prevails in several institutions. 
The Penological Commission recommend the 
adoption of this system in this State, aud in this 
recommendation I concur. I believe that it is 
the best system that can be devised for reform­ 
ing the prisoner, and at the same time giving 
protection to the interests of society. It will 
not be questioned that a reform school for boys 
in this state is greatly needed. It is not in the 
interest of good government to lodge mere 
youths in a State Prison where their associa­ 
tions will tend to degrade rather than reform 
them.” 
** The Commission recommend that the State 
Board of Prison Directors have the power to ap­ 
point an agent lor discharged convicts on the 
plan followed in Massachusetts I am of opinion 
that this shou’d be done. ..nd if the experiment 
does not prove successful it may be abandoned.” 
He recites what action has been had iu the 
m atter of State claims against the Federal Gov- 
ment, and commends the Plate agent at Wash­ 
ington, Captain John Mullan. 
< >t the School for the Deaf. Dumb, and Blind, 
he says: “ There is no class of children in the 
state who appeal more strongly to public sym­ 
pathy than the deaf and the blind, and I have 
reason to believe, from frequent personal in­ 
spection. that no school of this kind in the 
country is doing its beneficent work in a more 
satisfactory m anner than the institution at 
Berkeley.” 
The institution for adult blind has not, so far, 
fulfilled the expectation» of its projectors. 
Through want of harmony among the Direc­ 
tors, and other causes, the hope that it would 
be seli-ftistaining is likely to be far from being 
realized. 
"T he condition of the National Guard as to 
attendance, drill and discipline, is good: its 
personnel admirable. 
The major part of the 
small arms in the hands of the m ilitia are old, 
much worn, and generally not iu good condi­ 
tion. The patterns also are old, which is especi­ 
ally the ca*e with the field pieces, which are en­ 
tirely unsuited to the sendee. The War Depart­ 
ment has urged upon Congress the necessity of 
the United States exchanging arms of the latest 
models for the old ones in the hands of the sev 
eral States. Such exchanges it is hoped will be 
soon effected, and the confidence ana efficiency 
of our citizen soldiery thereby greatly increased. 
The most urgent need of our National Guards­ 
men is to be newly uniformed, at the expense of 
the State. A large part of the uniforms now 
worn a e old and threadbare, and were pur­ 
chased by the wearers. The heavy expense at­ 
tending such purchase has deterred m an; of 
our most desirable young men from joining the 
service. By the Legislature taking favorable 
action on the request to be submitted by the Na- 
tioual Guard Officers’ Association for au appro­ 
priation to relieve this pressing necessity, it 
would result iu largely increasing the member­ 
ship and general welfare of the militia. I re­ 
new my recommendation, made to the last 
Legislature, of making an appropriation addi­ 
tional to that ‘ for the payments of armory 
rents aud proper incidental expenses of the Na­ 
tional Guard,’ to cover the expenses ot encam p­ 
ments, reiterating ray opinion as then ex- 
pressecft as to the great importance of such for 
field instruction.” 
“ The State pays annually for rent iu Sau 
Francisco the large sum of $32,000, which is six 
per cent, ou over $520,000. A large proportion of 
this amount is for reut of armories for the Na­ 
tional Guard. It would be wise economy *or the 
State to build two or three armories in that city, 
where the companies now scattered could be 
concentrated.” 
As to the insane asylums, he recites the statis­ 
tics of the institutions and the need for fuither 
appropriations and more medical aid, and ad­ 
vises that it be given. 
The asylum for the chronic Insane, now in 
course of construction in Santa Clara county, is 
being pushed with commendable zeal and' en­ 
ergy, and the people may look for the comple­ 
tion of the building by the 1st of July next. 
The Trustees in their report say that In the 
prosecution of the work necessary to meet the 
actual increase of the insane element of this 
State, it is earnestly recommended the necessity 
of an appropriation of five hundred and thirty- 
four thousand one himdred dollars, for the car- 
r>ingout of the work as designated in the de­ 
tailed statement of the report. The urgency of 
this appeal is rendered more emphatic bv rea­ 
son oi the fact that the asylums at Napa and 
Stockton are enormously overcrowded, and that 
the simple reduction of those institutions to 
their normal accommodating capacity will fill 
ail the buildings now being erecied, as well as 
the additional ward buildings, as proposed. 
Hence to relax more extended provision for 
accommodation at Agnews, is to repeat the in­ 
justice and incur the dangers that beset over­ 
crowding beyond sanitary limits in hospitals for 
the insane.” 
The Bank Commission is popular, and. he be­ 
lieves, broadly useful, and inspires c»)ufidence. 
He advises that the Commission’s labors be 
lightened, and that a select Committee on 
Banks be set up iu each House of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
" T te Fish Commissioners, in their report, 
say that it is a matter of serious regret that our 
choicest and most valued fish, the Quiunat Sal­ 
mon. is annually decreasing. Unless salmon 
that now home in our wateis are protected and 
fostered as a nucleus for increase, our riveis 
will become barren of this valuable fish. They 
recommend that the close season for salmon 
should be enlarged. The season is now between 
the 30th of August and 1st of October. It should 
be from the 1st day of August until the 1st day 
of October. 
Tho Commissioners recommend 
that a law should be passed prohibiting the use 
of what is called the ‘ Chinese shrimp or bag 
net.’ This net does more damage to the fish 
interest of the State than all other nets and 
traps combined. Also, that a law should be 
passed prohibiting the use of Chinese sturgeon 
lines at any time, and making the penalty severe 
for its violation.” 
The recommendations of the Insurance Com­ 
missioner are presented without approval or 
disapproval. 
He recites the work done by the Harbor Com­ 
mission : 
"T he growing demands of an in­ 
creasing foreign aud 
domestic trade have 
necessitated very great additions to the wharf 
accommodations in the last three and a half 
years. 
Two sections of seawall have been 
built—No 5,1,000 feet long, aud Section 6, 800 
feet long—at a cost of $131,670. The total length 
of the seawall is 6.361 feet, and the average 
cost, per linear foot, Í9 about 5 87 28. Total cost, 
$1,191,314 86. The Board estimates that there 
will be in the State Treasury, to the credit of 
the San Francisco harix»r improvement fuud, 
ou the 1st of January. 1887, very nearly $100,000, 
and it is contemplated, very soon, to construct 
another section of the seawall, commencing at 
the southern end of Section 6, and extending 
southerly 800 or 1 ,QC0 feet, i urinz the two fiscal 
years embraced in the report, the Board made a 
very marke-1 reduction.in the rates of dockage 
and tolls, amounting to about 20 per cint in dock­ 
age and, iu some instances,to50 percent in tolls, 
and entirely removed tolls on wheat aud Hour 
shipped from this port. 
It also reduced the 
dockage on river steamers, thereby placing 
them on as favorable a footing, in respect to 
dockage, as oce&m steamers. 
Notwithstanding 
these reductions, which went into effect ou 
July 1 .1885, there has been uo substantial tail­ 
ing off' in the revenue.” 
Referring to agriculture and horticulture, he 
says: ** It is witn a feeling of satisfaction that I 
refer to California’s chief industry, as under 
this heading cau legitimately come all produc- 
iions of the land. The productive qualities of 
this great state are at this time commanding 
the attention of the world, not alone in the 
yield of cereals, but iu the cultivation of inore 
varied products. The increased interest and 
successful results in the vine ami fruit growing 
districts have added greatly to ihe productive 
lame of California. A Btate that can show a 
production, annually, of from 20,000,000 to 40 - 
ffjQ.OOO bushels of wheat, 15,OO0,OOo to 18 000,00J 
gallons of wine, thousands of tons of fruit 
8,000,000 to 10,090,000 pounds of wool. 500,uoo’ 
boxes of raisins, and whose citrus fruits are the 
admiration of all, miret be prosperous. The de­ 
mand lor her productions will increase in a 
manifold degree. 
" The United States is a country of immense 
area, with a population ot 60,000,000 people, aud 
rapidly increasing. California is but a small 
portion ot these United States, but is the one 
that cau produce the greatest variety of the 
prime articles of necessity and luxuiv. Not 
only must her hilly slopes and rich valleys fur­ 
nish all the wine these people are to use, bu* 
also the raidns, figs, olives, etc. The unrelia­ 
bility of fruit-raising in many of our States, and 
the noticeable regularity with which this State 
brings forth her fruit ^bo:h deciduous and citrus», 
has demonstrate»l that California is tlie fore­ 
most fruit-producing State in the Union. 
" To properly bring the attention of the con­ 
sumer to our productions, both agricultural and 
horticultural, we must fosjer such industries. 
The various public institutions, for this purpose 
now aided by the htate, I find to be managed in 
a manner that not only reflects credit up:>u the 
Boards of Management, bnt upon the people ot 
the Mate. 
The most promixent institution 
among those referred to is the Stats Agricult­ 
ural Society, which lias accomplished much 
towards increasing the resources of the State. 
The increased advantages now offered to exhib­ 
itors. the in augura* ion of a system of eucotirag- 
iug the varied productions o’f each county, the 
largely increased displays in the Uve-stoc'fc de­ 
partment, and the general inte; est manifested 
in the annual exhibition of this Society, are evi- 
idences that the management has been most com­ 
plete. In the erection of the extensive exposition 
building ia Sacramento, and remodeling the 
park grounds, obligations were incurred by the 
Board of Directors of the State Agricultural So­ 
ciety. for which they have become personally 
responsible. This indebtedness was necessary 
to complete and successfully carry out the im­ 
prove oients commenced. Hence it was obliga­ 
tory for the Board to obtain Linds, and to do so 
they individually signed notes to the amount of 
530.00), for the purposes named, trusting to ex­ 
tinguish it from the resources of the society, 
aided by the biennial appropriations made by 
the Legislature. The late Citrus Fair held in 
SacrameQto was, from every standpoint, a gre»t 
success. It rroved to all interested that the soil 
and ( límate of Middle aud Northern California 
are well adapted to the cultivation of citru* 
fruits.” 
Viticulture has passed beyond its experi­ 
mental stages in California, and is now entering 
upon an era of progress that is gratifying to the 
pride of tho¿e engaged in it, as well as hopefhl 
icr the prosperity of the .State at large. Its 
highest pos-iblc achievements 
are not yet 
kunvvn to the general public, but are fully 
realized by those who have been carefully 
watching the results of tentative efforts begun 
in au experimental way and intelligently di­ 
rected and encouraged by the State, especially 
through efficient methods devised by the State 
Yitieuitnral Commission. The future prosperity 
of California dejnmds largely upon viticulture 
as a meaus to utilize vast areas of our agricult­ 
ural resources, and involves not only the com­ 
fort and happiness of those cow engaged in this 
industry, but also the hopes of thousands who 
are making their homes with us. The work 
iuaugurated. by the Mate to advance the ma­ 
terial prospects of those of our citizens now en­ 
gaged in wine-growing and its dependent in- 
dusiriesis likewise intended, in good fai h, to 
«.fford needed assistance to many inexperienced 
peop e. therebv contributing to the welfare of 
all classes who are directly or indirectly inter­ 
ested in the success of those industries for which 
our Mate is peculiarly adapted. All hoaonible 
industries of the people are entitled to the care­ 
ful consideration and solicitude of the State 
and National Governments, and for this reason 
this industry is further commended, not only 
to the Legislative of tais Mate, but also through 
your action and that of the officers appointed 


under your laws to our National Congress, in 
all matters that pertain to its further encour­ 
agement aud protection against vicious aud dis­ 
honorable manufacture and trade. 
The silk culture industry is also commended 
by the Governor. 
“ The Mining Bureau was established under 
the Act approved April 16.1880. It has. in spite ! 
of inadequate appropriations, made such a col- ' 
lectiou as redouuds largely to the credit of the 
Mineralogists in charge, and has afforded an 
object-lesson of the highest va’ue. Situated in 
San Francisco, aud therefore easilv accessible, 
it has been visited by thousands, and has been 
a means of disseminating information of the 
greatest utility to every county in the State.” 
He advises that the cabinet collection of m in­ 
erals now in the charge of the State Librarian 
ought to be turned over to the State Mining 
Bureau. 
“ The law requires the Board of Examiners to 
meet on the first and third Mondays in each 
month. By reason of the great Increase in the 
num ber of Sta'e institutions, and consequent 
increase in the num ber of claims, the board 
found it necessiry to meet oftener than the law 
required.” He advises that it be required to 
meet weekly. 
In conclusion he says: “ W Itluthis message 
closes my official term. During my adm inistra­ 
tion it has been my uim to emulate the record 
for efficiency and integrity left by mv highly 
esteemed predecessor, Governor Georg^ C. Per­ 
kins. It is a source of deep gratification to me
